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1 . THE DISCUSSIONS WHICH TOOK PLACE DURING THE REEERENCED 
MEETING ARE BEING REPORTED IN TWO SEPARATE CABLES, ONE 
COVERING THE SCHEDULE OF FUTURE COMMODITY MEETINGS AND THE 
OTHER, THE NATURE OF THE SIXTH MEETING OF THE AHIC IN JULY. 

2. DISCUSSIONS ON THE SCHEDULE OF FUTURE MEETINGS WERE

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MAY OPEN DUE TO A LACK OE SPACE BECAUSE OF OTHER INTER- 
NATIONAL MEETINGS AND PROVISION FOR THE RUBBER WORKSHIP 
IN SOUTHEAST ASIA. NO SPECIFIC DATES WERE SET FOR THE 
COMMON FUND RESUMPTION BUT THE SECRETARIAT HAS TENTATIVELY 
PLANNED FOR THE WEEKS OF JUNE 12 THROUGH 23, SHOULD THEY 
BE REQUIRED. THE COMMODITY MEETINGS SCHEDULED FOR THOSE 
TWO WEEKS, NAMELY COTTON AND COPPER, MIGHT HAVE TO BE 
RE-SCHEDULED SHOULD THE COMMON FUND NEGOTIATIONS BE 
RESUMED. ALL DATES BEYOND AUGUST ARE STILL CONSIDERED TO 
BE TENTATIVE EXCEPT THE RUBBER NEGOTIATING CONFERENCE. 

3. USDEL, FOLLOWING REFTEL A LANGUAGE, STATED THAT US 
ATTENDANCE AT ANOTHER VEGETABLE OILS PREPARATORY MEETING 
WAS TENTATIVE AND THAT MEETING SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 9-13 
SHOULD BE REVIEWED AGAIN IN JULY DEPENDING UPON WHETHER 
ANY NEW APPROACHES TO VEGETABLE OILS WERE FORTHCOMING. 

G-77 AND OTHER DELS CONCURRED IN REVIEWING STATUS IN JULY. 
USDEL ALSO SUGGESTED TO SECRETARIAT THAT MEETINGS TENTA- 
TIVELY SCHEDULED FOR 18-29 SEPTEMBER ON HARD FIBRES, TEA 
AND BANANAS BE RE-SCHEDULED SO THAT TROPICAL PRODUCTS DO 
NOT ALL OVERLAP. USDEL ALSO SUCCEEDED IN GETTING APPROVAL 
TO INSERT FOOTNOTE INTO SCHEDULE INDICATING THAT THE TWO 
CONSUMER MEETINGS ON RUBBER WERE RELATED TO PRODUCER- 
CONSUMER DECISION TO HOLD A NEGOTIATING CONFERENCE. WHILE 
SECRETARIAT INDICATED INITIALLY THAT DATES IN LATE 1978 
WERE BEING HELD OPEN FOR A POSSIBLE RENEGOTIATION OF THE
